So offensive has the "plucking board" system of the navy 


become that it is stated that Representative Britten of Illinois, 
a member of the committee on naval affairs, will shortly intro- 
duce a bill providing a.new method of keeping the records of 
officers in the navy department. 
Mr. Britten believes the ef- 


ficiency marks should be kept averaged, so thai any one at a 
glance' can see just what relative percentage of efficiency an 
officer may have. Mr. Britten believes such a system would 
insure fairness to the officers and would prevent unfair action 
by "plucking" boards. 


The navy department has recently installed a card index 


system, which is said to be a great improvement over previous 
methods of keeping records, but Mr. Britten is not satisfied 
with this and will demand further improvement. He believes 
the records should be averaged up to dale and be so kept at all 
times. 


^Sentiment among members of the Naval committee is now 


stronger than ever that the "plucking board" system should 
be done away with. There is little chance that any legislation 
^providing for some other system of involuntary retirement will 
be passed at this session of Congress on account of the legisla- 
tive jam in the house and senate and the anxiety of the leaders 
to wind up business. 
It is quite possible, however, thai im- 


portant action will be taken at the next session.
